Your  Commanding  General  takes  great  pleasure  in  ex- 
pressing his  satisfaction,  at  the  ccol  valor,  and  disciplined  bravery, 
displayed  by  you  on  the  30th  Ju'y,  in  repelling  th2  advance  of  tho 
overwhelming  forces  of  the  Eueiny,  aficr  his  heavy  columns  had  en- 
tered the  breach,  during  the  temporary  surprise  and  confusion  er.su> 
ing  upon  the  explosion  of  one  of  the  largest  mines  recorded  in  miliN 
tary  annals :
